Characterization" teaches on page 356 Figure 1, MALDI probes as presently claimed. 
On page 371 column 1 under D. Activity, the enzyme is characterized rather than the 
substrate to determine substrate preference, optimal conditions for activity, turnover 
rate, screening for inhibitors, and specificity of the enzyme.
